Eric Geddes, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, turning to the mer- 
cantile losses, said in his speech in 
Parliament yesterday:

Since it was 
adopted, 30,000 ships have been con- 
voyed with very low losses. Addi- 
tional protection is afforded by the 
fact that the ships in convoy closely 


tollow the Admiralty instructions. 


This adherence to Admiralty instruc- 


tions, I regret, is not systematically 
followed otherwise. The greatest 
safety of all shipping rests in the 
observance of the Admiralty -order. 

“I desire also to emphasize the 
value of a good lookout and the im- 
perative necessity of screening lights. 
I am greatly concerned at the in- 
creasing number of vessels lost at 
night, not only on moonlight nights 
bat on nights of complete darkness. 

“On many occasions the enemy 
has been assisted by negligence. 
Uniess the ship is completely dark 
ened, in accordance with the Admi- 
ralty orders, night is no help against 
the submarine. In fact, the slight- 
est visible light is an excellent tar- 
get. We know this not only from 
unfortunate sinkings, but from the 
reports of our own submarine com- 
manders and coast watchers who 
have observed unconvoyed ships. 

“I appeal to the shipowners and 
shipmasters to heed three points 
first, obey instructions; second, keep 
a good lookout; third, thoroughly 
darken the ship. 

“One result of the convoy system 
has been to drive the enemy closer 
to the shore, thus rendering the open 
sea safer for navigation. During the 
Arat months of the unrestricted sub- 
marine war, 50 per cent. of the 
losses occurred more than fifty miles 
from land and only 21 per cent. 
within ten miles of the shore. To- 
day the losses outside the fifty-mile 
line have fallen to 1 per cent., while 
the losses close to land have risen 
to 61 per cent. 

“This transfer of attacks nearer 
the coast gives increasing opportuni- 
ties for attacking the enemy by pa- 
trolling surface craft and airplanes, 
and enables us to salvage many ves- 
sels which otherwise would have 
been lost. The improved salvage ar- 
rangements have made tremendous 
demands on labor and material. 
Repairs are today occupying more

REDMOND’S CAREER. 


KING GEORGE SHOCKED BY 
SUDDEN PASSING OF NOTED 
IRISH LEADER. 

(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 

LONDON, March 6.—John E. 


leader died at 7:45 o'clock this 
morning. Death was due to heart 
failure, following a recent operation 
for an intestinal obstryction. This 
was ‘Wines courageously, and it re- 
lieved the patient, but heart failure 
intervened Tuesday night. 


The physicians atten Mr. 
Redmond issued the follo an- 
nouncement: 

“We regret to announce that John 


Redmond died at 7:45 o'clock this 
morning. Owing to several serious 
attacks of illness a severe operation 
was faced with great courage. It 
had become imperatively necessary, 
owing to an intestinal obstruction. 
This was relieved by the operation, 
and for some days satisfactory prog- 
ress was maintained. After a fairly 
comfortable day, Tuesday, heart fail- 
ure supervened during the night, and 
after a few hours, Mr. Redmond 
— away.“ 

The news of the death of the 
Nationalist leader brought messages 
sorrow and regret from all sec- 
tions of the community. King George 
was similarly moved when he 
learned the news. 


John Redmond, noted leader of! 
the Irish Nationalists, was well 
known in the United States. He had 
visited this country in 18908 to par- 
ticipate in the national convention of 
the United Irish League for Ameri- 
ca, and wag the guest of honor at 
many social affairs given by hid fel- 
low countrymen. - 

Redmond became leader of the 
Nationalist party after the deposition 
of Charles Stewart Parnell, the 
uncrowned king of Ireland,” and ac- 
cupied the position with conspicuous 
success. While uncompromising in 
his demand for home rule for Ire- 
land, he was not a “separatist,” but 
demanded government by represen- 
tative consent. 

Redmond was born in County 
Wexford, Ireland, in 1851, and was 
educated at Trinity College, Dublin. 
He was elected to Parliament in 
1881 from the constituency of New 
Ross, which he represented until 
1885, when he was elected as mem- 
ber from North Wexford, and later. 
represented Waterford. He 
served continuously in the House of 
Commons for thirty-seven years.

ticipate in the war. The Japanese 
delegates present, speaking without 
instructions, expresed the view that 
it would be impraticable for Japan 
to transport an army out of Asia, 
and it is understood that Col. House 
entertained and expressed an iden- 
tical opinion. 

There is reason to believe that 
the French suggestion, modified by 
the developments in Russia, has been 
consideged also by the inter-Allied 
supreme war council at Versallies, 
as the Allies in the creation of that 
body contemplated common council 
in arriving at military decisions, and 
the Japanese pian is the establish- 
ment of a military. line in the 
far east. 

It has learned today that the ex- 
pression of this governments views 
was sent directly to Tokio. It was 
ceuched in the most friendly terms 
and while not assenting to the pro- 
pésed Allied action, to be expected, 
if at all, by Japan, there was no 
note of protest. 

“The question. of Japan sending 
any army either to Europe or to 
Asiatic Russia to punish the latter. 
for her treacherous betrayal of the 
catise which she first made her own 
before any other power, has been 
engaging the chancelleries of the 
Allied powers,” said a Japanese 
diplomat today. “It is certain thet 
Japan will not act upon her own 
initiative, and it is also possible 
she may not be able to draw up- 
on her own power to feed the 
European battiefield nor open any- 
thing like an extensive campaign 
against the Russians in Asia. 


“There ig in Japan at the present 


time a powerful clique. called the 
army party who want to preserve 
the luster that Japanese armies won 
for the nation in the three wars of 
the past forty years.

Officials of the South west 
Museum made a tender of the use 
of a hall in that institution, to 9 
Hall, for the 
housing of the pioneer relies of 
Southern California, end it was 
further stated th&t if the Pioneers’ 
Society decided that it ig best to 
erect ite own building, ground would 
he furnished free for such a site in 
the twenty-acre tract held by the 
Southwest Museum directors, and 
that the Casa Adobe would be avail- 
fable for use as a part of the pro- 
posed pioneer memorial. 

Jonathan Tibbet, who is owner of 
one of the most extensive collec- 
tions of pidneer relics in the South- 
west, addressed the association, 
telling of his ideas for the proposed 
institution. He stated that had W.

Southern Fish 
missioner Wesley F. Crandall was 
informed yesterday by License Com- 
missioner Suffel that he had received 
many complaints that Japanese fish- 
ermen are seining for mullet in the 
Salton Sea. 

“This is a flagrant violation of all 
the State and Federal fish laws,” Mr. 
Suffel said. “Until May 1 there is a 
Closed season on mullet, and the 
fish that are now in the Salton Sea 
are spawning. Anotner thing is that 
men who fish in this body of water 
must take out a- Federal salt water 
license and none of the Japanese 
under question has done so. I have 
Commissioner Merritt and 
Commissioner Crandall of these vio- 
lations and there is no doubt that 
they will be stopped. The boats of 
the fishermen will be confiscated by 
the government and prosecutions are 
sure to follow.” 


AS TO TRAWLING. 


“Trawl net ng within three 
miles of the malnland, from San 
Luis Obispo county to the interna- 
tional line, is still forbidden, and 
under additional penalty of forfeit- 
ing the Federal fisherman’ s license 
upon conviction,” stated Dr. Cran- 
dall in discussing the misconstruc- 
tion placed upon the new rulings 
of the Food Administration by the 
proponents of trawling. 

“OwWing to the fact that the State 
laws prohibited the possession of a 
trawl net in fish and game district 
19, the coastal water three miles out, 
an exeeption was made allowing 
these nets to be carried across in 
order that trawling might be done 
in the ocean waters outside the 
State’s jurisdiction,” sald Dr. Cran- 
dall yesterday. 

“This action Is one of several tak- 
en by * Food Administration last 
week a meeting held in Food 
Comm Merritt's offices in 
San Francieco. with the aim of 
speeding up all possible California's 
production of sea fish for foad. It 
was authorized by a proclamation 


of President Wilson, founded upon 


the act of Congress of August 10, 
last vear, the President empowering 
the Food Administration to annul 
any restrictive legislation whose con- 
servation features seemed less es- 
sential in the present emergency than 
the incidental curtailment of food 
supply in this day of international 
need.“
